BLACKOUT CAR 
REGULATIONS 


Rules Apply To Official 
Cars Only, Since Travel 
By Civilians Is Banned 


SACRAMENTO, ‘lP)—Authorized 
regulations for emergency vehicles 
during blackouts in California were 
released today by the state defense 
council and department of motor 
vehicles. 


Privately-owned vehicles are not 
affected as civilian travel is ban- 
ned during blackouts under orders 
announced a few days ago. Military 
authorities and Attorney General

Army and Navy vehicles or those 
of the state guard on active duty 
and all federal owned vehicles used 
for emergency purposes. 

Authorized emergency’ vehicles, 
such as ambulances, fire and police 
equipment and highway patrol 
cars.

personnel engaged in 
warning service, actually 
traveling to and from posts of duty. 
“All other vehicles certified by 
heriffs. district attorneys, the 
highway patrol and police and fire 
chiefs traveling within the respec- 
tive jurisdiction the certifying 
office and deemed essential to the 
“preservation of the public peace 
and safety or tw the dissemination 
of public information or to the na- 
tional defense.’ ° 

Speeds in cities for emergency ve- 
hicles may not exceed 10 miles per 
hour and out of cities not more 
than 15. The lights are merely to 
serve as a marker. for approaching 
vehicles. not to reveal the roadway. 

Emergency vehicles must main- 
tain regular lighting equipment and 
in addition secondary and complete- 
ly independent lighting systems for 
blackout operations, which shall in- 
clude two lights, either amber, blue 
or white in front and one red light 
behind. 

Blackout lights must be shielded 
to eliminate all light above 12 de-

BLOCKED AS ALLIES WIN 


RONTS 


Soviet Success Continues 
On East Front As Berlin 
Shows Growing Concern 


By UNITED PRESS 


The Allies scored victories in the 
East Indies, the Philippines, Libya 
and Russia today and held out 
against Japanese attacks on Ma- 
laya and Hong Kong. 

American defense forces on Luzon 
island broke up two Japanese 
thrusts. On the west coast Vigan 
sector, enemy patrols were chased 
back after a sharp clash and an at- 
tempt of motorized forces to ad- 
vance from the northern sector at 
Aparri was broken up. 


Dutch and Australian troops got 
the jump on Japan in the East In- 
dies by occupying all of the Dutch- 
Portuguese island of Timor to pre- 
vent its use as an Axis air and sub- 
,marine base north of Australia. The 
Dutch planes bombed a Japanese 
warship and transport concentra- 
tion off north Borneo and, in an- 
other attack, set an enemy cruiser 
afire. 

In Malaya, new British defense 
lines were formed and reserves mov- 
ed up to halt a Japanese thrust 
down the west coast to a point near 
Penang Island, some 400 miles north 
of Singapore. 

Allied advances continued on the 
north African and Russian fronts, 
with the British offensive in Libya 
roaring westward across the desert 
in the Derna area after breaking the 
remaining Axis armored strength in 
five days of intensive fighting near 
Gazala. The Soviets reported new 
gains on the central front near Tu- 
la, where three or four enemy di- 
visions (from 45,000 to 60,000 men) 
were said to have been wiped out 
or shattered. 


In London, there was increasing 
speculation on efforts to coordi- 
nate the allied war fronts. 


“Tremendously important and vi- 
tal talks’’ were reported in progress, 
presumably in Moscow and perhaps 
in Washington, according to London 
dispatches but official sources re- 
mained silent on the possibility of 
a unified command. 

Broadcasts by radio Berlin and 
dispatches to neutral countries indi- 
cated increasing German concern 
over the developments on the east- 
ern front.

6. Here are some of the steps to 
take: (1) appointment of school 
building wardens, (2) special trans- 
mission of air raid warnings from 
the control center to schools, (3) 
fire defense — adequacy of present 
equipment, appointment of fire war- 
dens or watchers, and special train- 
ing to combat incendiaries, (4) pro- 
tective construction—quick and sim- 
ple measures to provide additional 
security, (5) study of alternate air 
raid refuge for teachers and pupils 
in case of fire.
